PROFESSORS AGAIN ATTACK There is little doubt in the minds of 

PATRIOTIC CUSTOMS thinking and informed Americans that the 

comparatively small but exceedingly voci¬ 
ferous bloc of communistic, un-American-minded professors in our educa¬ 
tional institutions form one of the greatest menaces to our government 
and society that exists in this country today. 

Periodically, time-honored customs that are in themselves ab¬ 
solutely harmless, but reflect respect for our government and institu¬ 
tions, are made the butt of attack by this professorial element that

The latest is a diatribe by Prof. William H. Kilpatrick of 
Columbia University against the custom of saluting the flag.

He described military training in schools as "morally vicious" 
and devoid of any value either in military or physical advantages,, His 
attack was directed at the D.A.R. , The American Legion, Ku Klux Elan and 
R.0.T.C. 

Immediately springing to Kilpatrick's support came Dr. George 
S» Counts , who may not be a member of the Communist Party, but is to all 
intent and purposes a valuable aid and abettor of communistic principals, 
and Prof, Paul M. Limbert. 

It is axiomatic that when one of these red-minded educators 
lets go of a salvo against American customs and institutions, a support¬ 
ing barrage is unleashed by his consorts and the air is flill of invec¬ 
tives against the things that have, at least to a considerable extent, 
been responsible for our acquisition of a position of greatness in the 
world of nations.

" To the former Subscribers of the United Farmer " 

"Your subscription to the United Farmer expired 
some time ago and has not been renewed* The UNITED FARMER 
has been amalgamated with the PRODUCERS NEWS which is now 
the official organ of the United Farmers League in the north 
west. In order that you who haVe been subscribers to the 
United Farmer can get acquainted with the Producers News 
we sire furnishing you with a sample copy." 

The entire publication is devoted to the usual communist’news, 
extolling the advance of Communism among farmers and youth, etc. 

It is also interesting to note that in this communist publica¬ 
tion we find advertisements of the Ford Co., and Bell Telephone Co., 
which sire the only ads with the exception of a local insurance ad end one 
of K.C, Baking Powder. 

The editor of the paper is Erick Bbft . a prolific communist 
writer for the DAILY WORKER and THE COMMUNIST, both official Communist 
Party organs. 

YALE PROF. UPHOLDS Once again the comnunist-mindedness of our 

LIBERAL RELATIONS educators is evidenced by a statement 

appearing in THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE of Dec. 7, 

which said: 

" 'Affairs' without benefit of clergy but based on love 
may be preferable to early marriages when couples are inex¬ 
perienced and not economically independent, declared Dr. 

Edward Sapir, Sterling professor of anthropology at Yale and 
former University of Chicago anthropologist in an address at 
the Old South Meeting House Forum today. 

"He urged parents to seek to instill 'emotional 
honesty' rather than the notion of necessity and immediate 
marriage in the minds of their children and declared, 'the 
scientist must consider the notion of Bin as wholly irrele¬ 
vant to the present problem*. 

"'I am rather tolerant toward young men and women who 
live in what used to be called a "state of sin" if their 
relationship is based on love', he said. 

"Dr. Sapir said that he believed that people in the 
future would look askance on marriages held together without 
love and would consider them 'indecent'." 

Just another wedge being driven into the institution of 
marriage, home and family, which are "key-.stones" of our society, 

WE CAN BE PROUD Once more we are moved to an expression 

OF SECRETARY DOAK of appreciation of the sterling worth of 

Secretary of Labor Willi am Doak whose 
activities in the Department of Labor have been outstanding.. 

His recognition of the un-American forces at work, seeking to 
aid and abet aliens who are illegally in the country, and those v/ho have 
proven unworthy of citizenship; his outspoken denunciation of those 
agencies, mark him as a great man and a fearless American. 

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE of December 10, 1931, states: 
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Secretary of Labor William N. Doak today assailed as 
un-American 'those organizations of American citizens' that 
defend violent activities in this country and constantly rush 
to the defense of communists and other radicals entangled in 
the government's deportation net." 

Although no specific organizations were mentioned, no one is 
left in much doubt as to his references. 

"DISLOYALTY" AND Careless use of the English language fre- 

11 SEDITION" NOT quently leads to heated controversies. 

SYNONYMOUS Walter 0. Bergman is a pacifist, and if 

not an active Socialist, at least an en¬ 
dorser of Socialism. He is Professor of Education at City College of 
Detroit. 

Recently, Bergman spoke before a unit of the socialist student 
organization, the League for Industrial Democracy, and attacked the City 
College R.O.T.C. unit. 

Dr, Burt R. Shurly took exception to Bergman's talk, citing it 
as "seditious" and the matter was officially brought before the Board of 
Education, where a vote was taken and the Board upheld Bergman 5 to 1 , a.s 
being at liberty to "express his honest opinions outside the c ansroom". 

The only dissenting vote waB that of President Douglas A. 

Jamieson who stated: 

"I don't see how Dr. Bergman can be Professor Bergman 
of City College and responsible to the Board for what he says 
at 8 o'clock and be Mr. Bergman aid free to express his per¬ 
sonal opinion to the students at 9 o'clock. The responsibility 
of a teacher is a 24-hour-a-^day responsibility." 

A recent precedent, almost exact in coincidence, is that of 
Herbert A. Miller at Ohio State University, whose contract was not re¬ 
newed for various reasons based upon his disloyal pronouncements - 
outside of class. 

President Jamieson is apparently the only sound-thinking man 
on the Detroit Board of Education. In all probability* Bergman is a 
member of the League for Industrial Democracy at City College. He wrote 
an article, "Henry Eord's Silent Partner", that was published in the 
Spring issue of "Unemployment" magazine of the League. Also, the avowed 
purpose of the L.I.D. is the spreading of socialist philosophy and doc¬ 
trines among college students. 

Therefore, the five members of the Board of Education, by 
supporting Bergman, are inviting the inculcation of Socialism into the 
minds of students at City College, an institution of the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, supported by the money of the taxpayers of the City of Detroit. 

One fault appeared in the case. Dr. Shurly in charging 
"sedition" was misapplying the term, which should have been "disloyalty". 
Socialism, having virtually identical ob jectives with Comnunisni, offi¬ 
cially in its platform of today advocates seizure of control of govern¬ 
ment by legislative means, whereas Communism advocates the forceful 
seizure of control. Communism is sedition, while Socialism is not, under 
the strict legal interpretation of the term, but Socialism is the utmost 
in disloyalty and were Communists to start a revolution successfully, 
beyond any question of doubt, the great majority of Socialists would 
fight with the Communists, not against them. 

The misapplication of "sedition" as a term frequently brings 
reactions of unfortunate character. Bergman, as a socialist supporter, 
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is, at least, a definite enemy of Capitalism and our present social system 
and as such is a menace in the position of instructor in an educational 
institution where he can and will, implant socialist doctrines in the 
adolescent minds of students. 

PACIFIST BECOME S i In' THE NEW YORK WORLEuTELEG-RAM of Nov. 28, 

TOUT FOR COMMUNIST ' 1931, appears the following over the name 

ORGANIZATION of Alice. Stone Elacfonrell , under the cap¬ 

tion of "Promoting Better Relations with

the press and otherwise to stir up ill will against Russia. 

Many of us regret this and would like to do something on the 
other side.

0, noJ Joining one of the chief subsidiaries of the Comnunist 
Party of the U.S.A. does not imply approval of Soviet policies* Of 
course not. The Comnunists just operate these groups for "fdn" and assign 
John J- Reliant, one of the oldest American Communists of the "inner 
circle", as its national secretary, upon his return from Moscow in the 
spring of 1931. Of course, leading Communists in all districts are only 
assigned as secretaries for the good of America. Ceftaihlyi Communists 
are always big-hearted - just like that. 

Miss Blackwell has been identified off and on with the com¬ 
munist movement, for some time. At the June, 1928 conference in Chicago, 
at which the International Labor Defense succeeded the Labor Defense 
Council, "Alice" was elected as one of the national committee. The I.L.D. 
is another "goodwill" organization, the American section of M.O.P.R, or 
International Red Aid of Moscow which is the legal defense subsidiary of 
the Commonist International. 

She was also a member of the advisory council of Commonwealth 
College at Mena, Ark., an I.W,W.-communist-socialist-supported radical 
institution. She was editor of the "Woman's Journal" until 1917, an 
official mouthpiece for the suffragist and woman's movement. When the 
name was changed to "Woman Citizen" she became a contributor to it and 
has been ever since. She was president of the Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters - a splendid spot to promote pro-Soviet propaganda, and was 
also active in the American Friends of Russian Freedom. 

She was a signatory to the American Civil Liberties Union 
letter of Feb. 21, 1931, sent to all members of Congress in opposition 
to the Fish Committee legislation, and is also an occasional contributor 
to UNITY magazine, a radical, pacifist publication. 

Thus it is plainly seen that Miss Blackwell is one of those 
numerous links between the common ist movement and women's groups in the 
United States.

Howwwer, the opposition 
was not made up of real representatives of the local 
organization, but of only a few of those who wished 
to secure the favor of the national officers. I 
understand that several of the members including 
Prof. Buchanan's wife, have handed in their resig¬ 
nation. 


I feel that your visit was a good 
thing for both the college and town, and the students 
are very much interested in your program. 

My father has subscribed for The 
./orld Tomiarrew, and we have both been iinterbetedlnin 
reading your book National Defense. I hope that you 
have a very happy Christinas, and that your work will 
continue to prosper in the new year.

My dear Mr. Carson: 

Kirby Page has sent me year letter to him of December 12th 
and asked me to answer some of your questions. 

With regard to the Garland Fund and the Coamlttee on Militarism 
In Education of which I have been Vice-Chairman, I enclose a statement 
and will personally Touch for Its aceuraoy. 

I believe that somewhat similar statements oould bo gotten out 
with regard to Communism and the organisations whioh tho Reserve Officer 
attacked and whioh are mentioned in your latter. Generally, we have been 
so busy with our work that we have not paid too much attention to the 
silly things which the military folks, D.A. R. and similar patrlotlo groups 
say about us. 

With regard to the /.meriosn Civil Liberties Union, while 1 was 
not a member of it In the very beginning I joined its Exeoutive Committee 
in 1917 and served on it for more than ton years. I ms certain that it 
was not organised by "Herr Lookner" or any German secret service agents. 

The leading spirit in the Civil Liberties work has been Reger Baldwin, a 
tried and true upholder of American free speech, who is neither a Communist 
nor a pro-Gorman although he is of course a radioa1 and was a conscientious 
objector during the war. 

The "Herr Lookner" referred to is probably Louis Lookner who 
organised the Ford Peace Ship expedition. I have never aeon him at a single 
meeting of the Civil Liberties ’Lxeeutive Committee. If he ever belonged, 
it oust have been in a very minor way at the initial stage. ^%ivil Liberties 
Union never got any Ger -an money. The change of names of this organisation 
was done purely as a result of natural growth. In the beginning the American 
Union against Militarism had a Civil Liberties Committee. As the Civil 
Liberties work increased very rawh when America entered the war it was decided 
that this Committee ought to be expanded into an independent organisation to 
oonoontrate easluslvoly on tho Civil Liberties issue. The American Union 
against Militarism had other jobs which it still carried on. Therefore, its 
Comiittee wss enlarged end organised as a separate organisation fiamed the 
Rational Civil Liberties Bureau.

A year or two after the war was over when the violations of 
Civil Libertiee shifted from the war front to the industrial front the 
organisation mi again expanded end this tins in order to avoid confusion 
with what had essentially been a war-tine organisation, we took the new 
name American Civil Liberties Union. W*: sew then that there would be a 
continuing need for Divil Liberties work in this country In tine of peace 
as well as in war.

with information on the interlocking of the patriotic eooietios and the 
unsubstantial nature of their oharges against liberal groups. You oan 
find some of this in the book "King Legion" by Duffield and just published 
by Jonathan Cape and 'Isrri^on "Smith, Ino., 159 3 . 46th St., H.Y.City. 

The Lusk Lawn were repealed by Jfew York State soon after the 
war and the soeailed evidence in the Lusk Law Reports was- nothing but a 
mask of unproved charges made by patriofeers and admitted by Senator look 
into the record of his hearings. His Commit Ue did not take counter ovidenee 
nor demand any proof for the mass of accusations admitted to his report. 

A good share of the mts-information peddled abort in such ways 
as you have described has been furnished by Fred R. Marvin, formerly 
editor of the Row York Commercial,and forced by the Courts in Lew York 
•state to pay $17,000 damages to Madams Schwlamer for libelAuS statements 
which ho made against her. He very probably is the source whose nature 
your military man ecu Id not divulge.
